English and Scotch Grades of Character. 


Nothing in the Eugiish character so stri- 


kingly impressed me as its immense extent 


Of range.across the intellectual seale, It 
resembles those musical justruments of great 
coipass, such as the pianoforte and the harp 
sichord, that sweep over the entire want, 
from the lowest note to the highest; where- 
vs the intellectual character of the Scotch, 
like instruments of a narrower range, such 
us the harp and-violin, lies more in the mid- 
dle of the scale, By at least one degree it 
does pot rise so high, by several degrees it 
does not sink so low, There is an order of 
English inind to which Scotland has not at- 
tained; our first men stand in the second 
rank, not a foot-breadth behind the foremost 
of Kneland’s second rank men: but there is 
a front rank of British intellect: in which 
there stands no Scotchman. Like that 
class of the mighty men of David, to which 


Abishai-and Benaiah belonged,—-great eap-- 
tains, who went down into pits in the time 


of snow and slew lions, or “who lifted up 
the spear against three liundred men at 
onee, and prevailed,” —they attain not, 
with all their greatness, tothe might of the 
first class. Seotland predueed no 
Shakspeare;——Burns and Sir Walter Scott 


united would fall short of the stature of the 


giant of Avon. Of Milton we have not 
even a representative. A Scotch poet 
has been injudiciously named as not great- 


ly inferior; but T shall ndt dé wrong to the 
“memory of an ingenious young man, cut off 
just‘as le had mastered his powers, by nam- 


ing him again in a connection perilous. 
Ile at least was guiltless of the compari- 
son; and it would becrucl to involve him in 
the ridicule which it is suited to excite,— 
Bacon is as exclusively unique as Milton, 


as exclusively Enelish: and though the 
grandfather of Newton was a Scotchman,we | 


have certainly no Scotch Sir Isaac. ques-

exerted a more powerfal influence on opin- 
ion than David Lume, or did more to 
change the face of the mechanical world 
than James Watt, The “History of Eng- 
land” prodoced by a Seoteliaan is still 
phatically the English Dlistory;” nor, with 
all ite detects, Is it likely to be soon super 
veded. Robertson, if inferior in the un- 
tancht felicities of narration to his Ulastri- 


ous countryman, is at least inferior to none | 


of his English contemperaries. The prose 
fictions of Smollet have kept their ground 
quite as well as those of Fielding, and bet- 
ter than those of Richardson Nor does 
England during the century exhibit higher 
manifestations of the poetic spirit thaa 
those exhibited by Thompson and Buruas. 
To use a homely but expressive Scoticism, 
Scotland seems to have lost her bairn-time 


_of the giants; but in the after bairn-time of 
merely tall men, her children were quite as 


tall as any of their contempoearies, 

Be this as it may, however, it is unqaes- 
tionable that England has produced an or- 
der of intellect to which Scotland has not 
attained; aod it does strike me ax at least 
curious, in connection with the fact that the 
English, notwithstanding, should as a peo- 


nglish intellect was | 


| Scotland than most men; | have lived a- 
tong them the greater part of my life,and I 
| belong to them; and when in England, | 
made it my business to see as much as pos- 
| sible of the common Euglish people. I 
conversed with them south and north, and 
found them extremely ready—for, as. I 
have already had occasion to remark, they - 
are much franker than the Scotch—to ex- 
hibit themselves unbidden. And have 
hesitation in affirming, that their minds lie 
much more profoundly asleep than those of 
| the common people of Scotland. We have | 
no class north of the Tweed that corres- 
ponds withr the class of ruddy, rund-faced, 
vacant English. so abundant in the rural 
districts, and whose very physiognuomy, 
rived during the course of centuries from 
untaught ancestors, indicates intellect yet 
unwakened. Tie reflective habits of the 
Scottish people have set their stamp on the | 
national countenance. What strikes the 
Scotch traveller in this unawakened class 
of the English, is their want of curiosity | 
regarding the unexciting and the unexag- | 
erated,—things so much on the ordinary | 
level as to be neither progidies nor shows, 
Let him travel into the rural districts. of | 
the Scotch Highlands, and he will find the | 
inquisitive clemeut all in a state of ferment 
regarding himself. He finds every High- 
lander he meets adroit of fence, in planting 
upon him as many queries can possibly. 
be thrust in, and in warding off every query | 
directed against himself, The wayside col- | 
loguy resolves itself into a sort of sword- 
and-buekler mateh; and he must be tolera- ! 
bly cunning in thrusting and warding who | 
proves an overmatch for the Highlander.—_ 
Aud in the Lewlands of Scotland, though. 
in perhaps aless marked degree, we find the 
same characteristic caution and curiosity. 
In the sort of commerce of mutual informa-- 
tion carried on, the stranger, unless he ex- 
ercise very great caution indeed, is in dan- 
ver of being the loser, For it is the char 
aeter of the common Seoteh poeple, in this 
kind of barter, to take as much and give 
as little as they ean, Not such, however, 
the character of the common English, 1 
found T eould get from them as much infor 
mation of a personal nature as pleased, 
and-on the cheapest possible terms, 
Englishman seems rather gratified than 
otherwise to have an opportunity of speak- 
ing about himself.” [le tells: you what he 
“is, and what he is duing,—gives a full 
count of prospects in general,—and adds 
short notices of the condition and charac- 
ter of his relatives.

The Central Sun. 
M. Maedler, the author of the recent in-- 
vestigations with reference to the Central | 
Sun, has long beea known to the astronom- 
ical world as the suecessor of M. Struve in 
the direction of the observatory at Dorpat. 
His computations of the orbital move-- 
ments of the double stars have given to him 
a deservedly high celebrity, and the great 
theory which he has propounded is only | 
given to the world after a long and patient | 
examination, extending ‘through seven 
years. 
It is impossible, here, to do justice to 
the profound and elaborate investigations 
of the learned autlior of this great specula- 
tion, Assuming Aleyone asthe grand cen-— 
tre of the millions of stars composing our. 
astral system, and the direction of the sun's | 
motion, as determined by Argelander and 
Struve, he investigates the cousequent 
movements of all the stars in every quarter 
of the heavens. Just where the swiftest 
motions should be found, there they actual-_ 
ly exist, either demonstrating the truth of | 
| the theory, or exhibiting the most remark-_ 
~ able and incredible coincidences. We shall 
hot pursue the research. After a profound 
examination, Maedler reaches the conclu-- 
sion that Alcyone, the principal star in the - 
| group of the Pleiades, now oecupies the 
centre of gravity, and is at present the sun 
about which the universe of stars compos- . 
ing our astral system are all revolving. 

Here, then, we stand on the confines of | 
the unknown. One mighty effort bas thus 
heen made to bring beauty out 
of the chaos of motion which has hitherto } 
distinguished the’ stars of heaven. Once 
the planets, freed from law, darted through 

space, or relaxing their speed, actually 
turned back on their unknown roates,—’ 
Chaos reigned anong thesesflying globes 
until the mind, rising by the efforts of its 
own genius, reached the grand eentre of 
the planetery orbs, and lot confusion ceas- 
ed, and harmony and beauty. held their 
sway among these circling worlds.

The answer is simple. Should the 


svlar motion shall be sensibly changed, in 
consequence of its curvilinear character, 
then will the plane in which this movement 
lies be revealed, and then the centre about 
which the revolution is performed must be 
made known, at least in direction. 
the line reaching towards this grand centre 
pass through Aleyone, this added to all the 
other evidences, will fix forever the ques- 
tion of its central position. We know not 
when this great question may be settled, 
but judging from the triumphs which have 


marked the career of human genius hither- 


to, we do not dare to doubt of the final result. 

Admitting the truth of Maedler’s theory, 
we are led to some of the mest astonishing 
results, The known parallax of certain fix- 
ed stars gives tous anapproximate value 
of the parallax of Aleyone, and reveals 
to us the distance of the grand centre. 
Such is the enormous interval separat- 
ing the sun from the central star about 
Which it performs its mighty revolution, 
that the light from Aleyone requires a pe- 
riod of 537 years to traverse the distance! 
And if we are to rely on the angular mo- 
tion of the sun and system, as already de- 


termined, at the end of 18,200,000 years, 
this great luminary, with all its planets, sa- 
tellites, and comets, will have completed 


one revolution around its grand centre! 
Look out to-night on the brilliant con- 
stellations whieh crowd the heavens.—

effacing all traces of the groupings whieh 


now exist; but that eye whieh shall behold 


the universe of fixed stars when ten millions

If the State Government possesses the power 


to exclude all persons, not eligible to citizenship, 
fromthe direct benefit of mining, it may exclnde 
all who are not now bona fide citizens.

suing agriculture, commerce, or any of the trades 
_for a living? 


If the State can say to the Negro, 
the Chinese and the Indian, you shall not dig

barber shop and take in washing in our cities. 
But while the bill shuts up the mines to all 
but citizens, it provides that the lattes may “em- 
ploy, under hire or contract, persons not eligible _ 


to citizenship to take gold from the mineral! 


lands,” under certain provisions. This takes 
away from those not white, the right to labor 
for themselves, and extends to them the _privi- 
lege of being hirelings, for a mere pittance, to 
masters created by law, It establishes two class 


es, and makes one entirely dependent on the oth-- 


et. ‘It separates the whites-from all other races, 
and coufines the latter to servility and degrda- 
tion, without even an effort to elevate and re- 
deem. 

What will be the effect of this law on our 
mining population? The mines are now, for the 
most part, occupied by free, intelligeng laborers, 
who either are, or intend to be, citizens, and who 
will become permanent residents of the State.—- 
They are men who are jealous for the honor and 


dignity of labor—-who will spurn contact with 


the serf or bondman. A few years ago, when an 


attempt was made, under the famous “Cooly 


Bill,” to introduce servile labor, there was no 
mistaking the feeling of the miners on the subject. 
They spoke with almost unanimous voice, and in 
a tone that made the originators of that infamous 
Bill quake and tremble exceedingly. 

Meu of the game stamp are still to be found by 
thousypds, among the ravines and guiches of the 
mining regions, who will not exdure the contam- 


ination of working with such as are not free to | 


labor for themselves. Under the proposed law, 
a man of capital can bring his force of 50, 100, 
or 500 Chinese peons into direct competition 
with free, American labor. He can purchase as 
many claims’ as he pleases, monopolize a whole 
mining region, and by cheapening labor, drive 
the American miner of small means out of the 
mines. Men of wealth may thus control our 
gold fields and fatten on the toils of a degraded 
Caste. 

It is the interest of the State to increase the 
~humber of independent miners ; 
many inducements as possible for the settlement 
of families and permanent residents in the min- 
eral lands; and not, by legalizing a system of pe- 
onage, absvlutely force them to leave, not only 
the mines, but the State too. legislation 
may be necessary to prevent any farther influx 
of Chinese and to rid us of those already here, 
‘but we do not believe that this bill of Mr. Pints 
would produce any such effect. And while vo 
geod could be accomplished by it, incalculable 
evil might result.

The Thirteenth Quarterly Report of the Su- 


to present 


perintendent of Public Schools has been submit- 
ted, of which we give below an abstract. 

Number of scholars in attendance during the 

last quarter was 2,061, being an increase of 237 
_on the namber reported for the previous quarter. 
The excess would have been still greater, had 
there been room for the accommodation of all the 
applicanta. Some have menielty been turned 
away for want of room. 
_ It is recommended that the Primary Depart- 
ments be separated from the Grammar Schools 
and that buildings be erected for the exclusive 
use of the younger scholars. 

The studies pursued, in addition to the more 
common elementary branches, are Natural Phil- 
osophy, Physiology, Algebra and Drawing. A 
change of terms is recommended. The present 
short terms and frequent vacaiions are objected 
to as interfering with the progress of the pupils. 
| It is contended “that children who are compar- 
atively regular in the latter part of one term, 
| are very irregular at the beginning of a succeed- 
ing term, and so continue for perhaps two or three 
week.” To obviate the difficulty it is suggested

The news from the ports Gold Finds is 
of a very interesting character.
